MEASUR ING LIO HTNINO.

It i» not generally known that many 
ila.-)iis ot liKhtnlng not only mesnurc 
Uiemselveii but actually manufacture 
the recorder by which they are defined. 
Whi n a bolt of lightning strikes a bed 
of sund it plunges downward into the 
.>anil fur a distance less or greater. 
truuBfurmlng simultaneously into gluf.s 
the silica In the material through 
which U passes. Thus, by Its great 
beat, It forms a glass tube ot precisely 
Its own shw. Now and then such a 
tube known as "fulgurite" la found and 
dug up. Fulgurites have been followed 
into the sand by excavation for nearly 
30 faat They vary In Interior diame- 
ter from tbe slae of a quill to tbree 
inches or inore,aceording to tbe "bore" 
of tbe flash. Pulgurites are found also 
<n solid rock, though very naturally ot 
light d^tk, and frequently exUtIng 
merely aa a thin, ghuay coaUng on the 
surface. Such fulgurites occur in as- 
lonisblng abnadance on the summit of 
Uttia Ararat la Armenia. The rock U 
soft and so porous that blocks a foot 
long eaa be obtained, perforated In u:; 
direetkma by liUle tubes fliled with 
hottla>graea glass formed from the 
fused rock. There is a small speclwiea 
In tbe national museum which ba.s the 
appearance of having been bored by 
'he toredo, and tbe holes made by ih'* 
worm subsequently fliled with glasu. 
Some wonderful fulgurites were found 
by Humboldt, on the high Nevada de 
Toluca, in Mexico Masseg of rock 
were covered with a thin layer of Rreen 
glass. Its peculiar shimmer in tin- .>iiu 
led Humboldt to Sbcend the preeip- 
llous peak, at tbe rUk of hia life.
